To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  town  of  Eaton  in  the 
County  of  Carroll  in  the  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
town  affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  Odd  Fellows  Hall 
in  said  Eaton  on  Tuesday  the  eighth  day  of  March  next 
at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon  to  act  upon  the  fol- 
lowing subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  town  officers  for  the  year 
ensuing.  And  a  Delegate  to  the  Constitutional  Convention. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary 
to  defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  ap- 
propriations of  the  same  including  Town  Officers'  Salaries, 
Town  Officers'  Expenses,  Election  and  Registration  ex- 
pense. Town  Hall  Expense,  Police  Department,  Fire  De- 
partment, Highways  and  Bridges,  Town  Maintenance, 
Street  Lighting,  General  Expense  of  Highway  Department, 
Library,  Town  Poor,  Old  Age  Assistance,  Health  Depart- 
ment and  Interest  on  Temporary  Loans. 

3.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  $700.00  to  be  used  with  $2,100.00  the 
State  will  furnish  for  construction  en  the  Brownfield  Road. 

4.  To  see  if  the  Tov/n  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $100.00  for  the  control  of  White  Pine 
Blister  Rust. 

5.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  hire  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes  if  necessary. 

6.  To  see  if  the  Tov/n  will  authorize  the  Selectmen 
to  administer  or  dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the 
Town  through  tax  collector's  deeds. 

7.  To  see  if  the  Town  wishes  to  continue  printing 
'"be  names  of  delinquent  tax  payers  in  the  Annual  Town 
Report. 

8.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  t^  r">ise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $23.00  to  the  Lakes  R^ion  Associa- 
tion of  New  Hampshire  for  the  issuance  and  distribution 
of  printed  matter  calling  attention  to  the  resources  and  nat- 
ural advnptna^s  of  the  Town  in  cooperation  with  other 
towns  in  the  Lakes  region. 

9.  To  sec  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $20.00  for  the  upkeep  of  the  Snow- 
ville  and  Eaton  Center  Cemetery.

10.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $350.00  to  repair  the  road  leading 
to  the  Bryant  place  in  South  Eaton  and  to  buy  two  cul- 
verts one  to  be  used  on  AUard  Road  near  Eaton  Center, 
the  other  to  be  used  to  replace  one  too  small  in  South  Eaton 
near  Allard  Place,  the  small  culvert  to  be  used  near  H. 
DeWitt  where  one  is  needed. 

1 1 .  To  see  what  time  the  Town  will  vote  to  close 
the  polls  at  this  meeting. 

12.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  ap- 
propriate the  sum  of  $250.00  to  pay  debts  of  the  Town.

Miss  Campbell,  who  had  been  your  teacher  for  two 
years,  resigned  last  spring  and  Aimee  B.  Boynton  of  Mere- 
dith was  engaged  for  the  present  year.  The  school  is  in 
a  very  satisfactory  condition  and  the  instruction  and  disci- 
pline are  excellent.  There  are  twenty-six  names  on  the 
register  at  this  date. 

The  statistics  for  last  year  show. these  items  of  in- 
terest. Number  enrolled,  29;  percentage  of  attendance,  90; 
cases  of  tardiness,  17;  visits  of  the  superintendent,  17; 
number  of  pupils  transferred,  19. 

The  report  of  medical  inspection  shows  one  correc- 
tion of  vision,  and  20  dental  corrections. 

The  attendance  record  last  year  was  much  below  the 
average  due  in  part  to  epidemics.  The  attendance  this 
year  should  show  improvement. 

The  amount  to  be  raised  to  balance  the  budget  under 
article  eight  is  $1,988.40.
